Mrs. Reigle, whose maiden name 
was Miss Savilla Degroft, died about 14 
months ago, and he leaves four children:

Three sjsters survive: Mrs. James Snyder, 
of Littlestown; Miss Susan Reigle, of Man- 
chester, Md.; and Mrs. Beniah Bankect, 
of Melrose, Md ; also a step brother and a 
step sister, William Reigle, of Littlestown, 
and Mrs. Jphn Hull, of Kingsdale.

Friday morning until Sunday after- 
noon. 


Among those drowned were several 


American citizens, including Third Of- 
ficer Nells P. North and Third Engin- 
eer Carl Adehr|le. This information 
wsa given out by Captain Frank A. 
Middleton, of New York, who, with 
the survivors of the Vlgffancia, has 
reached the mailand and probably wjll 
make affidavits before the American 
consul In Plymouth. 


Captain Midleton said that his ves- 


sel was sunk without warning. It was 
ten o'clock Friday morning, with the 
weather clear, when the 
ship 
was 


struck by a torpedo on the starboard 
side near the No. 3 hatch. 
Two tor- 


pedoes were fired at the i|-amer, but 
the first 
passed 
harmlessly astern. 


Between seven and ten minutes after 
the steamer was struck she foundered. 


Two lifeboats were lowered from 


the Vigilancia and the crew of forty- 
three men got Into them. Owing to 
the swell of the ocean, however, twen- 
ty-five men were thrown Into the 
water. 
The boats of* the captain and 


tbe mates picked up ten of the men, 
but the other fifteen were drowned.

15 of Vigilancia Crow Drown;

Washington, March 20.—The United 
States is facing squarely the pressing 
question of war with Germany. 
The sinking by German submarinos 
of threo unarmed American merchant 
ships is tho “overt act.” 
Prosident Wilson took theso steps 
to mer^t the issue: 
Ho authorized tho navy department 
to spend $115,000,000^0 speed up na­ 
val construction and to buy small aux­ 
iliary craft. 
Congress, at its last session, author­ 
ized the president to sanction such 
expenditure aud authorized an issue of 
bonds to raise tho money. 
lie also will authorize tho suspen­ 
sion of eight-hour laws on naval con­ 
struction and authorize payment of 
time and half for overtime as pro­ 
vided by act of congress. 
He authorized graduation of tho first 
and second classes at the Naval Acad­ 
emy. The first class will bo graduated 
March 29; the second class in Septem­ 
ber. 
The order means that 374 additional 
ofilcc-rs will be made available to meet 
the existing shortage in naval person­ 
nel. Tho first class comprises 172 men 
and the second class 202. 
Construction immediately at tho New 
York navy yard of sixty submarine 
chasers, deliveries to begin in from 
sixty to eighty days, was ordered. Tiio 
boats will cost $30,000 each.

European nations have entered it. 
The fact that some American slrps 
aro on the olher side of ,the ocean 
unarmed is a factor in the si»nation, 
and as larpro warships are ineffective 
against submarines the problem for 
tho government is to get small sub­ 
marine chasers. Most of the American

against possible operation of German 
submarines in American waters.

Philadelphia, March 16.—There wai 
an unconfirmed report that two sailors 
on tho interned German raider Kron- 
prinz Wilholm were shot by United 
States marines 
at the Philadelphia 
navy yard, 
when 
detected

Hash signals from tho ship. 
Official 
confirmation

lacking. 
Eight German sailors were arrested, 
it is said. It is rumored the command­ 
ers of tho raiders may bo taken into 
custody. 
Reports say the marines on a launch 
stationed near the Kronprinz Wilhelm 
and the other interned raiders, the 
Prinz Eitel Friedrich, saw tho flashes, 
set off from the storn of the former 
vessel. 
I.ater two marines boarded 
the Prinz Eitel and crossed over to the 
Kronprinz Wilho'm, the two ships be­ 
ing tied up together. 
The marines are said to have found 
a group of German sailors at tho aft 
rail of the Kronprinz, busy wdth a num 
her of small pipes, and powrder like 
that used for flash lights. 
Ono of the 
two marines, a sergeant, stepped up 
to tho Germans, taking them entirely 
by surprise. 
“W hat’s this mean?” ho is said tc 
have demanded sharply. The German* 
tnrnod in shmnned amazement. Then 
one of big Teuton is declared to have 
doubled his fist and to have given th€ 
sergeant a smashing blow in the face 
The sergeant fell to the deck. 
The Germans turned on tho othei 
marine and were giving him a s Qve~« 
beating when the sergeant, still pros 
trato, managed to draw his service re­ 
volver from its hostler and fire twe 
shot«?.

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PROTECTING PUBLIC WATER SUPPLIES 


All of the public water supplies in this State come directly under the supervision of tho State Department of 
Health. 
Under the Act of 1905 water companies were required to file plans of existing systems, and whenever 
any additions are made or new sources of supply are required, tho plans must first receive the approval of the 
Commissioner of Health, Samuel G. Dixon. 
A bad source of water supply may readily become a menace to the entire community and it is necessary that a 
careful inspection be made of all new sheds and sources of supply before the Department will permit their use. 
iThe Inspectors of the Department mako careful field investigations and send in their reports to the State Depart­ 
ment of Health at Harrisburg. After these investigations and a consideration of tho plans, if tho supply is con­ 
sidered safe, permits arc issued by Doctor Dixon allowing tho companies to proceed with the construction. 
This 
system is a protection to the public. 


THE CAT’S BREAKFAST 


It is hard to blame tho cat in this instance; the oi'jioicTnity was altogether too tempting, and the milkman came 
at four o'clock and the householder arose at seven. 
Kitty was on the Job first. 
How is your milk delivered? In properly capped and sealed bottles or in any convenient receptacle which is 
•et out-for the milkman? 
Unfortunately the old custom of setting out miscellaneous receptacles is still con­ 
tinued in many places. 
Too much care cannot be exercised in regard to your milk supply, particularly if it is used for feeding infants. 
At this season of the year it is not difficult to secure its delivery at a sufficiently low temperature, but during the 
warmer weather it should not be allowed to reach a temperature of over 60 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Care should be exercised that the tops of the bottles are not contaminated by handling with soiled fingers. 
Dr. 
Samuel G. Dixon, Commissioner of Health, has issued a special warning against tho refilling of bottles without the 
proper sterilization after they have been once used for tho delivery of milk. This should be insisted upon by the 
consumer; otherwise they may be a ready source for the transmission'of disease from house» on tho milkman 3 
route where diseaso exists, to tho homes of other consumers. 


THE TASTE OF DEATÜI 
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• Is consumption hereditary? Many people ask this question, and until comparatively few years ago there were 
many who answered it in the affirmative. 
Many physicians were of that opinion. 
Investigations, according to 
Commissioner of Health Samuel G. Dixon, however, have proved conclusively that this disease is the result of 
infection from the tubercle bacillus. 
> 
When the parents suffer from this disease, however, unless they observe strictly the rules of hygienic livifig 
and exercise care they may readily transmit it to other members of their family. 
Mothers suffering from this dis­ 
ease should be particularly careful not to be guilty of following the example of the mother in this picture—taste 
the baby's food herself with the same spoon which she uses for feeding it. Unfortunately this is all too common a 
habit, as almost everyone can testify from their own observation. 
It is almost certain to result in the child con­ 
tracting tuberculosis. Tho temperature of the baby's milk can be satisfactorily tested by dropping it on the forearm, 
and if it is necessary to taste it a separate utensil should be used. This is one of the many things which the visiting 
nurses from the Tuberculosis Dispensaries of the State Department of Health are on jhe watch for constantly, They 
visit all the patients who go to the Dispensaries, in their homes and advise them how to exercise due care, in ordnr 
that other members of the family may not be exposed to the disease from which they are suffering. 
It is througU- 
carelessness in the homes that tuberculosis is transmitted from parents to children and not through heredity.

One’s

lines nowadays depends a great deal 
upon the strength of the sight. 
The 
perfect young eye lias a wide margin 
of endurance and few of us realize 
when its strength is being used up un­ 
til it is crippled. 
Now that the price of paper is soar­ 
ing higher and higher, small type is 
being introduced in all kinds of read­ 
ing matter. 
It exhausts the eye if 
worked long at a time to decipher 
small letters or figures. 
This causes 
nervous disturbances, headaches, in­ 
digestion, sleeplessness, etc. 
We had 
better bo a little liberal in paying for 
editions 
of 
books,, 
magazines, 
and 
other reading m atter with legible type 
and economize in other ways—tobacco 
or imitation Jlowers on our spring hats, 
for instance. 
Save your eyes from dust as much 
as possible. 
Never read with a bright light shin­ 
ing directly in your face, but try and 
get it over one or the other shoulder, 
or shining down over your head. 
Try to hold your rending m atter 
at an angle so that the light reflected 
from the paper will not shine directly 
in your eyes. 
The color of the paper is worth con­ 
sidering in account books aud such 
things. 
The contrast between a pure 
white paper and a jet black hand­ 
writing or type causes a little confu­ 
sion along the lines between the white 
and black. 
It is easier to follow let­ 
ters or figures if they are brown on a 
light buIT paper. 
Practical tests will 
soon convince yoy that the lines un­ 
der the latter condition will be more 
distinct than when the sharper con­ 
trast of black and white is made. 
The desk upon which you have your 
reading m atter should be of a material 
that will not reflect the glare of the 
light into the face which will irritate 
the eyes. 
Never forget to take the best care 
of your eyes.

Baked Sliced Ham. 
Take a slice of ham cut a half inch 
thick, remove the fat nearly to the 
lean and chop it fine. 
Mince enough 
onion to fill two teaspoonfuls and the 
same amount of parsley, mix with the 
fat and spread over the ham which 
should be 'placed in a dripping pan. 
Add enough rich milk to cover the bot­ 
tom of the pan and bake in a moderate 
oven for 30 to 40 minutes. 


Baked Apples. 
Wash and core a half dozen apples, 
fill the centers with finely cut marsh­ 
mallows, sprinkle with sugar, add bits 
of butter and w ater to just moisten, 
then bake in a moderate oven. 


Pan Roasted Potatoes. 
Use a half dozen even sized pota­ 
toes, peel and remove a small piece 
with an apple corer, in the cavity 
place a small pork sausage, put the 
potatoes in a baking dish with a lit­ 
tle water and baste them while bak­ 
ing. 
They should be brown when 
ready to serve. 


Savory Potatoes. 
Roil potatoes as usual, drain and 
turn into a hot vegetable dish which 
has already received a tablespoonful 
of finely chopped celery, a teaspoonful 
of scraped onion, three tablespoonfuls 
of butter, a half teaspoonful of salt 
and a few dashes of red pepper. 
Use 
a silver knife and turn the potatoes 
until well covered with the seasoning, 
then chop lightly into inch cubes or 
small pieces. 


Bran Bread. 
Mix one 
beaten 
egg, two 
table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar and a teaspoonful 
of salt, add a half cupful of molasses, 
two cupfuls of sour milk, a teaspoon­ 
ful of soda dissolved in it, two cupfuls 
of flour, two cupfuls of graham flour, 
then when well mixed add a half tea- 
spoonfui of baking powder and a half 
cupful of raisins just before it goes 
into the oven. This makes two loaves 
of bread, especially good for people 
who have little exercise. 


Ham and Corn Patties. 
Use a cupful and a half of finely 
minced ham and a quarter of a cupful 
of cooked corn, a well beaten egg and 
a dash of pepper. 
Make into patties 
and fry brown in a little hot fat.

There are so many hundreds of cake 


fillings that it seems strange that the 


average cook will 
use a few so fre- 
quently to the ex- 
clusion of the oth- 
er 
nine 
hundred 


and ninety-nine. 


Whipped 
cream 


for a tilling is a 
general 
favorite, 


and may be varied 


by adding fresh chopped fruit like 
pineapple, bananas or strawberries, or 
any well-drained canned fruit, not too 
juicy to spoil the consistency of the 
cream. 


A boiled frosting with nuts and 


raisins or figs and dates or shredded 
pineapple; in fact almost any fruit 
or nuts may be added to boiled frost- 
ing, giving a variety. 


Prune Filling.—Boil together a cup- 


ful of sugar and a quarter of a cupful 
of the juice from st<?\\ed prunes, pour 
this sirup boiling hot at the soft ball 
stage over a white of an egg that has 
been beaten stiff, when it begins to 
stilTen add a half cupful of stewed 
prunes, drained and pitted, then cut in 
small bits. Beat until cold, add a few 
pecans and \\hen thick spread over 
tho cake. 


A chocolate cake with nn orange 


filling is a combination well enjoyed. 
The filling may be made in the form 
of a cream with the rind and juice for 
flavor or it may be made as follows: 
Rub two cubes of loaf sugar over an 
orange to extract all the oil, then dis- 
solve the sugar in the juice of a lem- 
on: Add enough confectioner's sugar 
to make a thick icing, cover the cake 
with thin slices of orange and put on 
the filling. The cake may be garnish- 
ed with slices of glaced orange or 
candy orange slices. 


Delicious Pineapple Filling.—Take 


four tablespoonfuls of pineapple juice 
a cupful of sugar, boil until it hair: 
and then pour boiling hot over the 
well beaten white of an egg. 
Drain 


the pineapple until all the juicers re- 
moved and stir this into the boiled 
frosting, beating all the while. 


Sour Cream Filling.—Cook together 


a cupful each of brown sugar and sour 
cream, when thick stir in a cupful of 
hickorynuts and spread on a sheet of 
cake or use as filling for a layer cake, 
This Is especially delicious. 


Mayonnaise.—Beat the yolk of one 


egg with a teuspoonful of cold water 
add one-half teaspoonful of salt, pa 
prika and mustard to taste, add a cup 
ful of olive oil, a little at a time, beat 
Ing well, add two tablespoonfuls eacl 
of lemon juice and vinegar, alternating 
•with the oil. Mayonnaise is flat and in 
sipid unless properly seasoned.

SOME FAVORITE RECIPES. 


We do not all enjoy the same dishes, 


but perhaps there will be a few in this 


column Mliicli you will 
find new and like to try, 


C a r r o t 
Pudding.— 


Take a cupful each of 
grated carrots, potatoes, 
brown 
sugar, 
chopped 


suet, stoned raisins and 
currants, two cupfuls of 
flour, a teaspoonful of 


mixed spices, half a teaspoonful each 
of nutmeg and salt, a teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in two tablespoonfuls 
of boiling water; mix well and add a 
cupful 
of 
cherries, 
pineapple 
or 


peaches and steam three hours. Serve 
with any desired sauce. 


Khaki Pudding.—Peel, core and slice 


six apples; put them into a saucepan 
with four tablespoonfuls of sugar, two 
of butter and two of candied lemon 
peel, or the grated rind; add a quarter 
of a cupful of water and cook untjl 
smooth; put through a sieve and add 
three egg yolks. Line a deep pudding 
dish with pastry, put in the apples and 
bake until the eggs are iset. Beat the 
whites of the eggs until stiff, then add 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, place 
on top of the pudding, decorate with 
candied peel and brown in the oven 
until a pale yellow. 


Date Pudding.—Take a cupful of 


sour milk, two-thirds of a cupful of 
sugar and molasses, mixed together, a j 
tablespoonful of melted butter, a pinch 
of salt and a teaspoonful of soda, dis- 
solved in a little warm water; then 
add a pound of stoned and chopped 
dates, and two cupfuls of graham flour. 
Steam for two hours, then dry off in 
the oven for a few minutes. This may 
be restcamed several times. Serve with 
a hard sauce. 


Yankee Float.—Scald a quart of 


milk. Mix together three egg yolks, 
a cupful of sugar, and vanilla and nut- 
meg to flavor. Cook a tablespoonful 
of cornstarch, mixed with two tabie- 
spoonfuls of cold milk; cook in the hot 
milk until well cooked, then mix all 
together and pour into a serving dish. 
Beat the whites of the eggs very stiff, 
drop by spoonfuls on top of boiling 
water to cook; then lift carefully and 
place on top of the puddicg.

The decision makes eight hours the 


standard of a day's work and wages 
for men In operation of trains, and 
legalizes the wage increases which 
went Into tentative effect on its pass- 
•fe. 


The ruling of Federal Judge Hook, 


to the Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf 
railroad test case. In Kansas City, en- 
Joining enforcement of the Adamson 
act and holding it "unconstitutional, 
anil and void" was reversed. 


The court's decision was five to 


four. Justices Day. Pitney and Van 
Devanter announced their dissent from 
the bench, and later Justice McRey- 
aolds announced his. Justice McKen- 
na concurred in the majority opinion, 
bnt on slightly different grounds. 


Justices Pitney and Van Devanter, 


M a Joint opinion, held the law sh~u'<3 
be held unconstitutional and void "be- 
cause congress, although confessedly 
not in possession of information neces- 
sary for intelligent and Just treatment 
of the controversy, arbitrarily Imp^ed 
upon the railroads 
the entire and 


enormous cost of an experimental In- 
crease In wages." 


Jutlce Diy held the legislation 


amounted to "deprivation of the rail- 
roads' property without due process 
of law." 


Concurring in the majority ooinlon, 


Justice McKenna differed In that he 
believed the law "an hours of serv- 
fee" statute, and only secondarily a 
wage-firing law, and thus within the 
power of eonsre<\s." 


Justice McRe^-nolds delivered a s^p 


arate opinion, saying thft eongrsas did 
not have power to pass the law. but 
that he bows to the ma1o»-lfy ruling. 


The decision was announced bv tf'e 


chief Jjstice. who reviewed the neeo- 
tiations leading to enactment of th£ 
law. 


The chief Justice cited the "hours of 


•ervice act" as an instance of "hours 
of labor" legislation by congress, and 
said transportation was of private and 
public interest. "The dividing Mno is 
•o marked that government will not 
destroy th.e private right," said the 
chief Justice. "The power to regulate 
rests upon both the private and pub- 
lic interests Involved." 


He then said the right of private 


parties to fix private wages was an 
Inherent rteht, and to tfke it awy 
would be unconstitutional, but added 
that considering what congress Intend- 
ed to do and the failure of the rail- 
,roads and employes to reach an agree- 
ment, to say the government authori- 
ty did not have the power "to fill the 
void would be to declare that the pri- 
vate right had destroyed the pub'.ic 
right."

There are si) many hundreds of cake 
fillings that it seems strange that the 
average cook will 
use a few’ so fre­ 
quently to the ex­ 
clusion of the oth­ 
er 
nine 
hundred 
and ninety-nine. 
Whipped 
cream 
for a filling is a 
general 
favorite, 
and may be varied 
by adding fresh chopped fruit like 
pineapple, bananas or strawberries, or 
any well-drained canucd fruit, not too 
juicy to spoil the consistency of the 
cream. 
A boiled frosting with nuts 
and 
raisins or figs and dates or shredded 
pineapple; in fact almost any fruit 
or nuts may be added to boiled frost­ 
ing, giving a variety. 
Prune Filling.--Boil together a cup­ 
ful of sugar and a quarter of a cupful 
of the juice from stewed prunes, pour 
this sirup boiling hot at the soft ball 
stage over a white of an egg that has 
been beaten stiff, when it begins to 
stiffen add a half cupful of stewed 
prunes, drained and pitted, then cut in 
small bits. Beat until cold, add a few 
pecans and when thick spread over 
the cake. 
A chocolate cake with an orange 
filling is a combination well enjoyed. 
The filling may be made in the form 
of a cream with the rind and juice for 
flavor or it may be made as follows: 
Rub two cubes of loaf sugar over an 
orange to extract all the oil, then dis­ 
solve the sugar in the juice of a lem- 
om 
Add enough confectioner’s sugar 
to make a thick Icing, cover the cake 
with thin slices of orange and put on 
the filling. The cake may be garnish­ 
ed with slices of glaced orange or 
candy orange slices. 
Delicious Pineapple 
Filling.—Take 
four tablespoonfuls of pineapple juice, 
a cupful of sugar, boil until it hairs 
and then pour boiling hot over the 
well beaten white of an egg. 
Drain 
the pineapple until all the juice-Is re­ 
moved and stir this into the boiled 
frosting, beating all the while. 
Sour Cream Filling.—Cook together 
a cupful each of brown sugar and sour 
cream, when thick stir in a cupful of 
hickorynuts and spread on a sheet of 
cake or use as filling for a layer cake. 
This is especially delicious. 
Mayonnaise.—Beat the yolk of one 
egg with a teaspoonful of cold wTater, 
add one-half teaspoonful of salt, pa­ 
prika and mustard to taste, add a cup­ 
ful of olive oil, a little at a time, beat­ 
ing well, add two tablespoonfuls each 
of lemon juice and vinegar, alternating 
with the oil. Mayonnaise Is fiat and In­ 
sipid unless properly seasoned.

sorts of seasonings used in French 
dressing may be added to it.

Pudding.— 
Take a cupful each of 
grated carrots, potatoes.

currants, two cupfuls of 
flour, a teaspoonful of 
mixed spices, half a teaspoonful each 
of nutmeg and salt, a teaspoonful of

peaches and steam three hours.

Line a deep pudding 
dish with pastry, put in the apples and 
bake until the eggs are <set. 
Beat the ' 
whites of the eggs until stiff, then add 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, place 
on top of the pudding, decorate with 
candied peel and brown in the oven ' 
until a pale yellow.

Date 
Pudding.—Take a cupful of 
sour milk, two-thirds of a cup/ul of 
sugar and molasses, mixed together, a 
tablespoonful of melted butter, a pinch 
of salt and a teaspoonful of soda, dis­ 
solved in a little warm water; then 
add a pound of stoned and chopped 
dates, and two cupfuls of graham fluur. 
Steam for two hours, then dry off in 
the oven fur a few minutes. This may 
be resteamed several times.

Quarryman Seriously Injured 
When Car Hits Crusher House 


Alvin Cullison, aged 23 years, was seri­ 
ously injured at the quarry of D. R. Mc- 
Cleaf, near Iron Springs, on Saturday 
morning, when a gravity car loaded with 
stones, getting beyond control of workmen 
before being fastened to the governing ca­ 
ble, crashed down 1 sharp incline of 400 
feet leading from the quarry to the crush­ 
er house, and one of the heavy rocks, be­ 
ings dislodged, struck him in the back and 
hurled him to the floor a considerable dist­ 
ance away.

The child has no choice of 
occupations, nor can she select the 
companions with whom she is to be 
brought Into contact during the years 
of her early girlhood—those years 
when the best or worst traits of her 
nature are forming. 
The wondrous 
years when a girl’s ambition urges her 
upward and onward, or is crushed for 
all time under the iron heel of lack of 
opportunity. 
If the girl of fourteen is pushed into 
factory or shop to earn her bread, she 
seldom rises above that position. Mar­ 
riage is to her the only open door 
from the toil she is engaged in. Is it 
any wonder she often jumps from the 
frying pan into the fire? The parents 
of such a girl have it in their power 
to make or mar her future. 
Instead of bidding her to leave 
school, they should exert every efforf 
to keep her at school until they have 
endowed her with* that priceless gift 
—an education. By that time she will 
be wise enough to choose a fitting and 
suitable career for herself. 
A little 
while longer at a training school and 
she will be able to command a salary 
where skilled service only is able to 
reap such financial reward. 
The girl 
who has neither education nor train­ 
ing finds highly remunerative positions 
barred to her. The girl who has been 
fortunate enough to secure a good ed­ 
ucation has the best and most trust­ 
worthy of oars put Into her hands with 
which to paddle her own canoe. 
Such daughters are always grate­ 
ful to the parents who have toiled 
so long and unceasingly for their bet­ 
terment. 
The salary the educated 
girl can command per year is a for­ 
tune compared to the pittance girls who 
are unskilled laborers receive, toil as 
long and as hard as they may. 
It is 
to the parents of very poor girls to 
whom I would appeal to try to make 
them see the injustice, aye, the pity, 
of taking their girls from school too 
soon if it can possibly be avoided. 
If 
very poor parents could be made not 
only to realize this, but to keep their 
shoulders to the plow and accomplish 
giving their girls education and train­ 
ing, what splendid futures would bo 
theirs.

through stimulation of a real concern 
of the child for the results of the task, 
or an Interest in the process? 


Those who fear training a child 


through appeals to the Interest are 
very much like people who think 
it is necessary for a child to have 
measles and other "children's diseases" 
in order to attain a state of health. 
It is true that surviving measles and 
smallpox will make one immune to 
these diseases. But it Is hardly wise 
to expose every child to these diseases 
for that reason. In the first place, im- 
munity is not necessary, where we can 
make sure of preventing Infection. 
But resistance to disease may be ob- 
tained more pleasantly and just as ef- 
fectively by proper care for the nu- 
trition and breathing and cleanliness 
of the body. 
The same principles 


would seem to apply to the normal 
health of the child. 


There is no doubt that many a child 


is "spoiled" by being pampered. We 
make a game of dressing or of eating, 
or of putting things in order, or of 
writing. 
There is the danger that 


when the child is older he will fail to 
do these things, because the depend- 
once upon the game is too strong. 
This means that we may legitimately 
use the game as a motive for the

child's activity until he has acquired 
a now skill, but that after the skill is 
acquired we must supply a new mo- 
tive for applying it. Under the "dis- 
cipline" system tho corresponding dan- 
ger is that after tho child has learned 
to do something—under compulsion— 
ho will evade the doing whenever the 
pressure is relieved. 
Whichever sys- 


tem is followed, it is necessary at last 
to find internal motives for conduct, 
and this doos not appear to be more 
dillicnlt whore the interest is made 
to play its part. 


On the other hand, whore tho child's 


intorosls boar their share of the bur- 
den of training, wo avoid a certain 
hardiness or sourness and we strength- 
en tho bonds of sympathy between our 
children and ourselves.

• The incident emphasizes the conflict 
raging among psychologists nnd edu- 
cators, between those who espouse the 
principle of "discipline" nnd those who 
advocate the idea of "interest." So 
many of us have n feeling that there 
is danger in sugar-coating the bitter 
pills which a child must swallow. 
This is akin to the feeling that what 
we naturally like to do, or what comes 
easy, must be something wrong, nnd 
that there is inherent virtue in doing 
what is dlflicuH. It is obvious that a 
child should learn to do the hard, dis- 
agreeable task, just because It has to 
be done. 
In later life we must do 


many things that nre not interesting, 
we must do them because circum- 
stances compel the doing. Should not 
the child therefore be trained to meet 
difficulties as a matter of course? 


In order to get n task well done it 


need not nil be drudgery. If there is 
interest at the start, nnd satisfaction 
of some kind at the finish, the child 
will learn soon enough to put up with 
a great deal of effort and drudgery In 
overcoming obstacles. Whether it Is, 
learning to sew, or making a wagon, 
the child will make the most rapid 
progress and produce the best results 
In proportion as there is motive that 
appeals to the taste or ambition or de- 
sires of the child. In other words, the 
work will be effective according to the 
interest that the child can maintain 
during Its progress. 


We all realize the value of concen- 


tration and application on the part of 
the child. The real issue seems to be 
this: 
Showid application nnd effort 


be obtained through fear, or" compul- 
sion, or should they be obtained 


The day laborer, as opposed to the 
nployer and to other workers, is king 


n Australia. The unions, through the 
fibor party, practically control the ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial ma- 
chinery of the cities, the states and the 
commonwealth. 


Forty-eight hours is the recognized 


maximum for a week's work; hut ia

trades have a 44-hour week, and it is 
probable that this figure will become 
the recognized standard of all labor. Of 
tho "four sacred rights" is the original 
slogan, "Eight hours' work, eight hours' 
play, eight hours' rest and eight bob a 
day," only the portion relating to rest 
has been retained. 


It is interesting to note the definition 


of a living wage as formulated by the 
court of industrial arbitration of New 
South Wales in 1014: 


"The living wage is standardized as 


the wage which will do neither more 
nor less than enable a worker of the 
class to which the lowest wage award/ 
ed to maintain himself, his wife and 
two children—the average dependent 
family—in a house of three rooms and 
a kitchen, with food, plain and inex- 
pensive, but quite sufficient in quan- 
tity and quality to maintain health and 
eflicicncy, and with an allowance for 
the following other expenses: Fuel, 
clothes, boots, furniture, utensils, rates, 
life insurance, savings, accident or 
benefit societies, loss of employment, 
union pay, books nnd newspapers, train 
and 
tram 
fares, 
sewing 
machine, 


mangle, school requisites, amusements 
and holiday Intoxicating liquors, to- 
bacco, sickness nnd death, domestic 
help, unusual contingencies, religion ot 
charity.

Interest Versus Discipline as Mo­ 
tive for Effort. 


NEW PHASES OF OLD PROBLEM 


In Order to Get a Task Well Done It 
U Not Necessary to Make All 
Drudgery for the Child— 
Appeal to His Interest.

A 
S HE was about to leave for a sum­ 
mer In the country his teacher in­ 
formed eight-year-old Leonard that he 
had been promoted, and told him that 
he would not have to study during his 
vacation. 
Leonard was happy and so 
was his mother, for she did dread the 
thought of having a child “make up” 
school work when he should be play­ 
ing. 
But toward the end of the vaca­ 
tion there was an occasion for writing 
a letter—grandfather was to have a 
birthday—and Leonard exhausted his 
ingenuity and his mother’s patience 
finding excuses and delays. 
When ho 
did at last sit down to write the letter 
the mother was both chagrined and 
worried. The child squirmed about in 
his seat, showing great 
discomfort, 
lie made many false motions, omitted 
letters from' common words (he was 
an unusually good speller) and omit­ 
ted strokes for many letters. 
The 
mother was ashamed to send off the 
letter; and she was afraid that the 
boy would be demoted after returning 
to school. 
She therefore resolved to 
use the remaining days of the vaca­ 
tion for retrieving the lost art, and 
planned a dally exercise in writing. 
There was resolution, so the plan 
was carried out—but it was a torture 
to both mother and child. This lasted 
for several days, 
and the 
progress 
made was far from encouraging. 
But 
one afternoon Leonard and some of 
his young friends were playing “auc­ 
tion” on the porch, having witnessed 
a real auction of household effects a 
day or two earlier. 
Leonard was the 
clerk, and made a record of all the 
sales, writing the names of the pur­ 
chasers, the articles and the prices. 
When the mother saw the list she 
found it hard to realize that it had 
hen made by the same child that suf­ 
fered such agonies over his writing. 
The work was neat, the names were 
all spelled correctly, and there was no 
sign of effort or dlsca.nfort. 
This observation made the mother 
suspect that this child could be led 
faster than he could he driven, and 
she looked 
about for 
“motive«*” to 
make writing interesting. She got him 
to write out items when she sent him 
on an errand, she asked him to help 


through stimulation of a real concern 
of the child for the results of the task, 
or an interest in the process? 
Those who fear training a child 
through appeals to the interest are 
very much like 
people who 
think 
it is necessary for a child to have 
measles and other “children’s diseases” 
in order to attain a state of health. 
It is true that surviving measles and 
smallpox will make one Immune to 
these diseases. 
But it Is hardly wise 
to expose every child to these diseases 
for that reason. In the first place. Im­ 
munity is not necessary, where we can 
make sure of 
preventing 
infection. 
But resistance to disease may be ob­ 
tained more pleasantly and Just as ef­ 
fectively by proper care for the nu­ 
trition and breathing and cleanliness 
of the body. 
The same principles 
would seem to apply to the normal 
health of the child. 
There is no doubt that many a child 
is “spoiled” by being pampered. 
We 
make a game of dressing or of eating, 
or of putting things in order, or of 
writing. 
There is the danger that 
when the child is older he will fall to 
do these things, because the depend­ 
ence upon the game Is too 
strong. 
This means that we may legitimately 
use the game as a motive for the

child’s activity until he has acquired 
a new skill, but that after the skill is 
acquired we must supply a new mo­ 
tive for applying it. 
Under the “dis­ 
cipline” system the corresponding dan­ 
ger is that after the child has learned 
to do something—under compulsion— 
he will evade the doing whenever the 
pressure is relieved. 
Whichever sys­ 
tem is followed, it is necessary at last 
to find internal motives for conduct, 
and this does not appear to be more 
dillicult where the interest is made 
to play its part. 
On the other hand, where the child’s 
interests bear their share of the bur­ 
den of training, we avoid a certain 
hardiness of sourness and wo strength­ 
en the bonds of sympathy betw'cen our 
children and ourselves.

her record purchases at the store, and 
when it came time to pack up for re­ 
turning to tiie city she had him list the 
drugs and toys and clothes that were 
to be left in the country.

• The incident emphasizes the conflict 
raging among psychologists and edu­ 
cators, between those who espouse the 
principle of “discipline” and those who 
advocate the idea of “interest.” 
So 
many of us have a feeling that there 
is danger in sugar-coating the bitter 
pills which a 
child 
must 
swallow. 
This is akin to tile feeling that what 
we naturally like to do, or what comes 
easy, must be something wrong, and 
that there is inherent virtue in doing 
what is difficult, 
It is obvious that a 
child should learn to do the hard, dis­ 
agreeable task, just because it has to 
be done. 
In later life we must do 
many things that are not interesting, 
we must do them 
because 
circum­ 
stances compel the doing. 
Should not 
the child therefore be trained to meet 
difiiculties as a m atter of course? 
In order to get a task well done it 
need not all be drudgery. Jf there is 
interest at the start, and satisfaction 
of some kind at the finish, the child 
will learn soon enough to put up with 
a great deal of effort and drudgery in 
overcoming obstacles. 
Whether it isf 
learning to sew, or making a wagon, 
the child will make the most rapid 
progress and produce the best results 
in proportion as there is motive that 
appeals to the taste or ambition or de­ 
sires of the child. In other words, the 
work will be effective according to the 
interest that the child can maintain 
during its progress. 
We all realize the value of concen­ 
tration and application on the part of 
the child. The real issue seems to be 
this:

The day laborer, as opposed to the 
employer and to other workers, is king 
in Australia. The unions, through the 
labor party, practically control the ex­ 
ecutive, legislative and judicial ma­ 
chinery of the cities, the states and the 
commonwealth. 
Forty-eight hours is the recognized 
maximum for a week's work; but im 
certain occupations 44; 42, 40 and even 
30 hours are considered full time, the 
National 
Geographic 
Magazine 
ob­ 
serves. 
Some of the larger building 
trades have a 44-hour week, and it is 
probable that this figure will become 
the recognized standard of all labor. Of 
the “four sacred rights” is the original 
slogan, “Eight hours’ work, eight hours’ 
play, eight hours’ rest and eight bob a 
day,” only the portion relating to rest 
lias been retained. 
It is interesting to note the definition 
of a living wage as formulated by the 
court of industrial arbitration of New 
South Wales in 1014: 
“The living wage is standardized as 
the wage which will do neither more 
nor less than enable a worker of the 
class to which the lowest wage aw ard­ 
ed to maintain himself, his wife and 
two children—the average dependent 
family—in a house of three rooms and 
a kitchen, with food, plain and inex­ 
pensive, but quit«* sufficient in quan­ 
tity and quality to maintain health and 
efficiency, and with an allowance for 
the following other expenses: 
Fuel, 
clothes, boots, furniture, utensils, rates, 
life insurance, savings, accident or 
benefit societies, loss of employment, 
union pay, books and newspapers, train 
and 
tram 
fares, 
sewing 
machine 
mangle, school requisites, amusements 
and holiday intoxicating liquors, to­ 
bacco, sickness and death, domestic 
help, unusual contingencies, religion oi 
charity.
